DIES AT HOME IN NESSEL 


John Jennings died at his farm home in Nessel after a lingering illness. The funeral services 
were held Friday, December 9th, at 1:30 o'clock from the Rush Lake Lutheran Church at Rush 
Point. Interment was beside his wife in the family lot in the church cemetery. The church was 
filled with friends and relatives, who came to pay their last respects for the departed, and the 
many floral offerings attested to the high esteem on which the pioneer was held by his many 
friends, Rev. Reuben Ford officiated, assisted by Rev. S. G. Carlson of Rush Point. 


John Jennings was born in Collingswood Ontario, Canada, on November 15, 1857. At his 
death his age was 75 years, 20 days. He leaves to mourn two sons, George and Russel; two 
grand children and six sisters, all residing in Canada, and one brother in Duluth. On July 7th, 
1886, Mr Jennings was united in marriage to Miss Christine Challeen at Duluth, Minnesota, 
To this union were born three sons, William the oldest, passed away August 8, 1912. Mrs, 
Jennings was laid to rest September 49, 1930. Shortly after his marriage Mr. Jennings came 
to this community and has spent the greatest part of his life farming in Nessel township.
